Hot Weather Menus 
Should Be Tempting 


Marie Wilson Divulges Some 
Of Her Own Favorite Summer 
Recipes—Favors Fruit Dishes 


Summer’s a good time to stay out of the kitchen as much 


as possible. 


Still healthy appetites continue during July 


and August, so what’s to be done about it? Marie Wilson, 
little blonde player who is featured in ‘‘Public Wedding”’ 


now at the 
summer meal problem. 

Miss Wilson is one of the new 
generation of movie actresses 
who gets a good deal of pleasure 
out of her home life and she’s 
just as capable in the kitchen as 
she is on the studio set. “During 
warm weather,” she says, “you 
should plan your meals with an 
eye to quick preparation and 
tempting-looking dishes. It takes 
a little thought, but results will 
more than repay you.” 


Take advantage of what the 
market has to offer in the way of 
fresh fruits and vegetables. At 
no other time of the year are the 
farmer’s products so plentiful or 
so cheap. Here’s Marie Wilson’s 
favorite dinner menu calculated 
to put zest into a warm July eve- 


ning: Melon ball cup, jellied con- 


somme, roast saddle of baby lamb, 
parsley potatoes, broccoli with 
hollandaise sauce, garden salad, 
fruit shortcake, iced coffee. 

“For the melon ball cup, use at 
least three varieties of melon. 
Watermelon, cantaloupe and 
honeydew are all at their best at 
this season. Prepare this a few 
hours before serving, then chill. 
Here are Miss Wilson’s directions 
for preparing the saddle of lamb: 
“Sprinkle the meat with salt and 
pepper and place in a very hot 
oven for about thirty minutes 
(during which time, you go out 
and sit on the verandah and keep 
cool), then reduce the oven’s heat 
to medium. Meanwhile, place 
some white bread crumbs, finely 
ground with plenty of butter in 
a pan and shake pan over a hot 
fire to brown the crumbs. Then 
add a handful of finely chopped 
shallots and parsley. Pour all 
these ingredients over the roast 
and leave in oven till tender.” 


For the salad, the more vege- 
tables the merrier. Radishes, 


Theatre, offers a solution to the 


watercress, cucumbers, scallions, 
green peppers, tomatoes, carrots, 
endive, and any other greens 
your market has to offer, can all 
be accomodated. Marinate the 
salad with French dressing an 
hour or before serving, and chill. 

Shorteake should be short—in 
Miss Wilson’s opinion. Biscuit 
dough baked till brown, then 
split and buttered is the perfect 
foundation for it. Strawberries, 
fresh peaches, or pineapple are 
all good with it, and should be 
thoroughly chilled before using. 
Sift a little powdered sugar into 
the cream before you whip it, and 
you'll find that it gets stiff much 
more quickly. Fold some of the 
chilled fruit into the cream, and 
use the rest as a garnish. 


Lace Hose for Dancing 


Those waltz-length evening 
dresses are making the Holly- 
wood girls more hose-conscious 
than ever. Jane Wyman, petite 
brunette starlet featured in 
“Public Wedding,” has special 
hose to go with her new black 
shadow-lace dress. The hose not 
only have lace toe-tips, but a 
lace insertion across the front of 
the ankle. 


Jane Wyman Wears Bolero 


The new way to disguise a sun- 
back dress when one isn’t in the 
sun is by the addition of a bo- 
lero. Jane Wyman, who is feat- 
ured in “Public Wedding” now 
at the Theatre, and 
whose smooth coppery suntan is 
a delight to see, wears a con- 
trasting bolero over her backless 
sports dresses.

“Let’s have a picnic” is a by- 
word in most families during the 
summer months. And why not? 
Pienic food is much simpler to 
prepare than a regular meal, and 
it’s lots more fun to eat. And 
don’t forget that a picnic in the 
back yard may be just as much 
fun as one which comes at the 
end of a three hour ride. 


Jane Wyman, who plays the 
leading role in “Public Wedding,” 
the feature attraction at the 
Blin sae Theatre, advises brides 
to take advantage of the “pienic 
months”. Says Miss Wyman, 
“Your inexperience won’t be 
nearly so apparent if you con- 
centrate on new and exciting 
sandwich fillings, as it will be 
if you try to cook seven full 
course dinners a week.” 


Here are some tempting sand- 
wich recipes which Jane has 
worked out herself in her own 
Squares—spread one square of 
Hollywood kitchen: Orange 
Squares — spread one square of 
whole wheat bread with cream 
cheese, on the other put a lettuce 
leaf and a slice of peeled orange, 
and sprinkle with chopped mint 
leaves; Cucumber Fingers: Place 
lengthwise slice of cucumber on 
a long strip of buttered white 
bread. 

“Dinner served on the porch 
or terrace can be a picnic if you 
treat it that way,’ Miss Wyman 
tells us. “One hot casserole dish, 
a salad and dessert will take the 
place of an elaborate dinner, 
when spiked by a_ cool. garden 
breeze.” For the casserole, she 
suggests ham and scalloped po- 
tatoes, a simple but filling meal 
in itself. To prepare it, you place 
a thick slice of ham steak! in the 
bottom of your casserole, and 
pour a little milk over it, ar- 
range your potato slices on top 
of that, garnish with a generous 
sprinkling of cheese.

The obvious promotion activity, is the staging of 
a public wedding in your theatre. This has been done 
by almost every manager some time during his 
career, and the experiences have been varied. One 
thing is certain, that it always has aroused keen 
interest. If carried out in. the right way, it is good as 
a repeater. Of course, take your newspaper editor 
into your confidence in planning this event. If he is 
in accord with your plans, he can be a great help in

sustaining interest and in giving the event maximum 
publicity. You'll also want to contact the local radio 
station—another important publicity source. From 
these steps it will be comparatively easy for you to 
line-up local dealers to shell out with gifts for the 
bride and groom. On this page are six key points to 
cover for your public wedding, and added 
sundry ideas which may be adaptable to your cam- 
paign. We believe they will help you get the most. 


Build a dummy bride and groom set-up 
with room for your patrons to place 
their heads at top of figure. When seen 
in mirror, the two appear as bride and 
groom. 


GIVE AWAY RINGS 


Week before your showing give to 
every man purchasing a ticket a small 
novelty ring. Attached tag reads: You 
are invited to be best man at ‘‘Public 
Wedding”’ at the Strand Theatre on 
Friday. 


TWO SELL WEDDING 


Bride and groom walk through streets. 
Bride should be a husky dame, and 
groom a small timid looking man. Make 
up heralds to look like marriage licenses 
which are handed out by couple. Might 
number them and post winning num- 
bers in lobby daily. Holders of lucky 
numbered heralds are your wedding 
guests. | 


SHOW NEWLYWEDS 


Invite couples taking out marriage 
license during run of picture.. See local 
license bureau for list of names. 


WHALE OF A STUNT 


Place a large replica of a whale on a 
truck and send it through the streets 
with copy: “Meet Moloch! He Makes 
‘Public Wedding’ a Whale of a Picture.” 


1. Have couples who wish to be 
married, register names at thea- 
tre. Paper, radio and screen trail- 
ers also announce event. 


2. Display wedding presents 
which you promote in return for 
lobby card or screen ad. The bet- 
ter the gifts the more contest- 
ants you're sure to get. Mer- 
chandise should include: furni- 
ture, electric appliances, kitchen 
utensils, jewelry and anything 
newlyweds may desire. 


3. Merchants donating wedding 
gifts to the lucky couple take 
ads on a special page spread, wel- 
coming the new Mr. and Mrs. 
joined at your Public Wedding. 


4. Run stories every day listing 
newest entries and additions to 
the wedding gifts. 


>. Actual ceremonies should be 
carried out by Mayor or City 
Offical. Have stage set appropri- 
ately with plenty of flowers and 
palms. Couple and procession 
walk down middle aisle to center 
of stage. Organist or PA System 
supplies wedding music. Entire 
proceedings can be broadcast 
either from off-stage or from 
box seat. Get the bride and groom 
to say a few words in the lobby 
immediately following the affair. 
Announcer could add much color 
in describing the event and tie- 
ing your playing of “‘Public Wed- 
ing.” 


6. Oh, yes, you’ll have to have a 
bride and a groom. Patrons can 
select the couple; they can fill 
out blank in lobby as they come 
in and look over list of appli- 
cants. Votes are deposited in box 
and most popular pair is selected. 


‘Bride and groom” tour town in car 
decorated as above. Attach plenty of 
tin cans and old shoes. Have couple 
give out heralds on busy street corners. 


HOUSE IN LOBBY 


With the co-operation of local real 
estate group promote an exhibit of the 
newest in model homes. Have builders 
construct miniature house right in 
your lobby. 


INVITE THE TOWN 


Send out’ the following formal invita- 
tion as announcement: ‘‘You are Cordi- 
ally Invited to Attend The ‘Public 
Wedding’ at the Strand Theatre on 
a rae at regular admission prices.”’ 
Copy could be used as teaser ads in 
advance of run. 


PASS OUT RICE 


Grains of rice sealed in envelopes are 
distributed. Copy on envelope reads: | 
Save this for the “Public Wedding” at 
the Strand Theatre next week. 


GIVE HOPE CHEST 


Merchants in your neighborhood con- 
tribute to a giant hope chest to be 
awarded to the first couple to be mar- 
ried after the opening of picture. 
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MORE IDEAS TO PLAY UP 
AT YOUR PUBLIC WEDDING 


GIFTS FOR NEEDY 


Get together with the editor of your 
local paper and find some needy 
couple who will celebrate twenty- 
five or fifty years of married life. 
Arrange to have them go thru a pub- 
lic wedding in celebration of their 
anniversary. Everything promoted of 
course. 


DRESS FRONT | 


Decorate front and lobby with giant 
floral pieces made up like hearts. Spot 
cupids and old shoes near displays. 
Florist should co-operate for lobby 
mention. 


NEWSPAPER TEST 


Title suggests newspaper contest on 
unusual wedding customs. Might 
have readers write about novel wed- 
dings they attended, or heard about. 


STORE PROMOTION 


Title of picture lends itself to tie-ups 
with florists, jewelers, furniture 
stores, gift shops, electrical appli- 
ance dealers, etc. Tie-in with travel 
agencies and out-of-town hotels. 


HELP WANTED 


Should get a laugh if you were to 
place teaser ads in the help wanted 
columns. Copy reads Help Wanted: 
Wedding Guests to attend the ““PUB- 
LIC WEDDING.” Friday at the 
STRAND THEATRE. 


Local bakery might be willing to 
bake a giant wedding cake for dis- 
play in your lobby. Decorate cake 
with scene stills from picture. Cut 
cake to build up matinee or weak 
night. 


ON WOMEN'S PAGE 


Speak to the women’s page editor. 
Title and theme of picture suggests 
many publicity angles for beauty, 
household and fashion columns. 


FAVORS TO COUPLES 


To the first couple married after the 
opening of picture award guest tick- 
ets. This gesture will get favorable 
publicity breaks. Have their picture 
taken as they enter theatre. 


LOVE-LORN LETTERS 


Plant a letter contest in your news- 
paper. Prizes to writers of best let- 
ters on ‘‘How To Prevent Divorce”’ or 
“What Causes Divorce.’’ Another 
angle that could be the basis of a 
newspaper contest is a search for the 
best list of points to adapt for a happy 
marriage. 


CONTACT REPORTER 


If you use an inquiring reporter 
broadcast from your lobby, get the 
announcer to ask this question: “Do 
you approve of marriage matches by 
mail?” 


USE WEDDING MUSIC 


Need we tell you to have your organ- 
ist play wedding tunes of all nations? 
Also play wedding march in lobby 
and out front during run. 


CLASSIFIED PAGE 


From city directory or other local list 
select at random a dozen or so 
names. Run them in the regular clas- 
sified columns.
